Nickel and the Nlokel Mines,

Under the aboyve head we lind in a late num-
ber of the Columbia Spy a communication giving
an secountof & visit 1o the nickel minegs near
the Gap, in this county, from which we muke
the following extriacts:—Nickel is & white metsl
reauiring & high temperuture of fusion; It is
magnetio and has & specific gravity of 85, 1t 1s
pot an abaondant metal, there being but three or
four Jocalities of it in the United States, and the
only locnlily where it is profitably worked s in
Lapcaster county, Penusylvapia, about four
miles southwest of the Gap Station, on the
Pennsylvanie Rallrond. A remurkable fact in
regard to this metal is that it torms sn impor-
fant ingredient in most acrolites and In masses
of native lron found io various parts of the
world, and which are supposed to have had an
aerial origin.

The furnace for reducing the nickel ore s
about one<hnit mile porth of the mines. The
ore 18 brought here, and roasted in lnrge ovens
to expel the snlphur with which it is charged.
It is then smelted iu a small furnace, somewhar
gimilar to an wron furnnce, with a #ux of lime-
stone und quartz, the fuel being coke, It Is
rom into “pigs,” which are gl'mfrn[l'} rorous and
frinble, and conlain a number of lmpurities,
iron, vopper, cobalt, ete, The “mgs" are alier
wards broken and crushed, and the metal
this state 18 shipped to Camden, N, J,, to be
refined, There are two shafis; the prineipal or
older shaft is one hundred and seventy-five fect
iu depth, and passes through a heavy deposit o
the ore, In order to free the wine from water,
a Cornish engine of great power I8 used, which
of tll;lc:ll‘ is an object sulllciently curious to merit
a visit.

The ore {8 found imbedded in a hornblends
rock of peculiar structure, and is associated with
other metals nod minerals, some of mucn inte-
rest. We lound specimens of parbonate of iron
in various forms, sulpbate of iron coating the
stones all around us, sulphate ol copper in
places; sulphuret of copper 18 found in const-
derable quantities slong with the nickel; aul-
phuret ot iron also shows in some spots, One
ol the most intereating minerals ls thepulphnret
of nickel, or Millerite, which is found here and
at but two or three other localities inthe world.

There is u sccond shaft about two bhundred
yards from the trst, which is abous one hon-
dred feet deep, and has been opened bat u short
time, It Intercepts a very fine bed of ore, and
is paying very handsomely.

p regard to the yield of ore, we conli not
make very sccorate estimates, We weare told
that the furpace yields about four thousand
pounds of metel each twenty-four hours. The
mines were discovered many years ago, and
abount the ime of the Revolutionary war were
worked for copper, bul were soon abandoned,
the crude machinery of that period belng il
adapied to workiug them profitably,

Two penerations had pussed away, and the
circumstance had been lorgoiten, when about
fifteen years ago the mines were reopened by
company of capitalista from Phliadelphia, since
which they have been steadily worked. They
were reopened with the view of obtalning coop-
per, but the ore was soon discovered to be
richer in nickel, & more valuable mineral; and
since then they have been worked for that
metal exclusively. The introduction of nickel
cents by the Government, and the war, which
rendered smull change so scarce, gave great 1m-
petus to these works.

AN ASTRONOMICAL PHENOMENON.

Jupiter Without His Satellites in Aungust:

In tbe July puwmber of the Londou Popular
Seience Review, Mr, Richurd A, Proctor, author
of “Saturn and its Systems,” directs attention to
a phenomenon which Is to occur this year. On
the 21st of Aungust the plunet Juplter will
appear, in telescopes of moderate power, to be
unaccompanied tor the space of one hour wud
three-quartiers by the sateliltes usually seen o
attendance npon him. This phenomenon has
been so soldom observed that considerable inte.
rest I8 attached to it,  Molyuveus, on November
12, 1681 (0, 8.), Sir W, Herschel, on May 23
1802, Waltis, on April 15, 1826, awd Dawes an
Gnesbach, on September 27, iBi.‘!. are the only
obeervers who have hitnerto seen it

Mr, Proctor saye:—"It cannot be doubted,
however, that if the weather be favorable the
nuwber of observers who have scen the pheno-
menon will be very largely increased before
midnight, Augast 21, It will not be wholly as
a mavter of curiosity thut observations will be
made on that night. The record of phenomena
presented by Jupiter's satellites |s a regular pars
of ‘observatory work,' and I8 very necessary
for the lnprovement of the theory of their
motione—an important astronomiical subject.

A special walue lg attached to the record
of phenomena separated by a small in-
terval of time, so that the observations

made are fuirly comparable, inter se, free from
the errors arlsing from variations in clook rates,
instrumental ohanges, and the like, Now, on
the evening of August 21 there will be elgnt
phenomens visible within six bours, viz,, the
disappearances and reappearances of fouar satel-
lites. To observers suitably armed there will,
indeed, be mo less than thirteen phenomens
visible within the above-named mterval; since
of the entrauces and exits of the shadows of
three satellites, six phenomena in all, five will
be obseryable with good telescopes,” He ndde:—

“From the relations holding between the mo-
tions of the first three satellites, it Is impossible
that all these bodies should be eclipsed ut onne;
but at regular intervals all three are In the same
strnight line with the planct's centre, If this
happen when the sun (and therefore the earth,
which, with reflerence to Jupiter, may always be
rconsidered to be close to the sun) 1s near the
same line, these three satelhites will be invisi-
ble, one or two being eclipsed, two or one (as
the case may be) being projected on Jupiter's
d'mf)l Such a phenomenon is not unfrequently
visible,

“I'bat the fourth satellite may be hidden at the
game \ime, it must be nearly in a line with the
other three. This relation is not often pre-
sented; and, as already stared, the concurrence
of this relation with the requisite contiguration
ps respects the snn and earth 18 an occurrence
yery seldom to be observed,

A ciroumstance that tends to render the
simultancous disappearsnce of the four satel-
liteg more uncommon than it olberwlse would
be, is the tact that the feurth satellite is not
necessarily ecl‘i'pwd or occulted at each con-
,innrtiun with Jupiter. It may pass above or

selow his disc or shadow. In fact, this hap-
pens on A average in more than one-third of
the revolutions of this satellite, This is sscrived
by BirJ, Herschel to the greater inclination of
Ll orbit; but this s not the correct explana-
fion. In fact, the inclination eof the l’oum.
sutellite s at present less Lthan that of any of the
others, and the mean vaiue of its inclination ls
always less thun that of the others, The true
reason why thls satellite so often escapes eclipse
is its superior distance from Jupiter,

“I¢ is commonly stated that the third satellite
eannot possibly escape eclipse or occultation as
it passes bebind its primary, and must neces-
surlly trunsit Jupiter's disc when passing be-
fore the planet, I find, however, that it {8 just
possible for the third satellite o pass oleur of
Jupiter's disc in the latter case, A comjunction
of mapy favorable clreumstances s, however,
required, and the phenomenon must a very
uncommon onc=~much more 50, indeed, than
that which forms thesubject of the present papsr,

“The following fucts will sntlice to enable the
telescoplst satiafuctorily to observe the pheno-
menon of August 21, The planet rises at hali-
pust 7, almost ut the same moment that the sun
sets, AL 744 Greenwich meanjtime, the shadow
of the third gatellite Iaelf pusses on to the dise,
and the satellite Deelf passes on to the dise at
#°14, The fret phenomenon will not be observa.
ble, as the sun will not be low enough beneath
the horizon nor Jupiter high enough above (he
horizon. Nelther will the second phenomenon
nor the entry of the fourth ustellite’s shadow on
the disc, which ocovrs at 8417, be easily sean,
The other eleven phenomens will be readi|
seen, however, At 9°19 the second satellite wif)
disappear in the shadow of the planet, At 98
the fourth satellite will enter on Jupiter's disoe,
At 9°57 the shadow of the tirst satellite will make
18 o ance, followed in seven minutes by the
entry of the satellite itsell on Jupiter's dise, At
this time (10+4) Jupiter will be without satellites
in mueoren of moderute power, but large tele.
soopes will exhibit three satellites on his dise
togetber with their three shadows, At 1123 the
shadow of the third satellite passes off the diso,
at 1149 the satellite Mself, At 12413 the second
sutellite reap[:eln from behiud Jupiter, at 1216
the shadow of the first satellite passes off the
disc, the satellite itsell seven minutes later
Lawtly, st 12'60 the shadow of the fourth satel.
